'  Gaol,  led  Dep-Reeve  Webster  to  state 
that  the  Town  of  Napanee  has  never 
been    approached    by    the    County    in 
this  matter — to  pay  anything  for  the 
prisoners.      Dep. -Reeve    Delbert    Sex- 
smith,  in  a  report,  stated  that  during 
the  year  just  ended,  there  have  been 
a  total  of  186  prisoners  in  the  gaol, 
82  from  town  (which  were  a  number 
of  repeaters)  and  104  from  the  County 
and  other  districts. 
BY-LAWS  PASSED 

A  by-law  to  appoint  Edgar  Salis- 
bury, of  Camden  East,  as  a  trustee 
to  the  Board  of  the  enlarged  High 
School  District,  was  given  its  threj 
readings   and   passed. 

A  by-law  to  provide  for  the  purch- 
ase of  land  for  reforestation  purposes 
was  given  its  three  readings,  and 
passed.

crest  for  the  year  1E48  and  we  re- 
commend that  the  1£49  County  Fin- 
ance Committee  provide  for  payment 
of  any  increase  in  this  regard  in  1949 
estimates  after  the  City  furnishes  the 
Council  with  a  statement  of  the  per 
diem  cost  in  1948  and  that  Clerk  of 
Kingston    be    advised    accordingly. 

2.  We  recommend  that  the  com- 
munication from  the  St.  John  Ambul- 
ance appeal  requesting  a  grant,  be 
considered  by  the  1949  Finance  Com- 
mittee, at  the  January  session. 

3.  We  recommend  a  grant  of  $50 
to  the  Flinton  Memorial  Library  to 
assist  in  the  new  building. 

4.  We  have  considered  a  commun- 
ication from  the  Inspector  of  Legal 
Offices  re  the  bonding  of  Gaol  offi- 
cials and  recommend  that  S.  W.  Gil- 
bert, gaoler,  and  F.  W.  Bush,  chief 
turnkey,  be  bonded  for  $(300  each  and 
that  the  Clerk  arrange  for  this  to  be 
done. 

5.  We  have  considered  a  commun- 
ication from  the  Inspector  Legal  Of- 
fices respecting  a  cost  of  living  bonus 
of  $15  per  month  for  County  Employ- 
ees and  recommend  that  this  bonus 
be  paid  to  the  following  officials,  as 
from  January  1st,  1949:  W.  W.  Ex- 
ley,  County  Treasurer:  S.  W.  Gilbert, 
Gaoler,  F.  W.  Bush,  Chief  Turnkey; 
W.  G.  Benn,  Turnkey;  Floyd  Denison, 
Turnkey.  Deputy-Reeve  H.  Webster 
opposed  the  last  clause  of  the  Fin-, 
ance  Committee's  report,  stating  that 
he  felt  that  the  cost  of  living  bonus 
should  start  the  1st  of  September, 
1948,  and  immediately  made  an  am- 
endment to  that  effect,  which  was 
seconded  by  Reeve  Frank  Ham.  On 
the  vote  being  taken  the  amendment 
was  declared  lost  and  the  report  was 
adopted   as  read. 

The  Second  Report  of  the  Roads 
Committee  recommended  that  no 
action  be  taken  re  the  complaint  of 
the  Harten  property;  that  T.  B.  Ty- 
ner  be  awarded  the  contract  for  snow 
plowing  Roads  Nos.  3,  13  and  15  at 
the  price  of  $4  per  hour,  the  contr- 
actor to  furnish  truck,  snow  plow  and 
wing;  that  a  sidewalk  be  attached  to 
the  Newburgh  bridge;  that  Camden 
East  Bridge  be  replaced  with  present 
structure  at  Minks's  Bridge  together 
with  sidewalk  if  this  work  is  approv- 
ed by  the  1949  Council.  The  report 
was  adopted. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Reeve  Pur- 
cell, seconded  by  Deputy-Reeve  Per- 
reault,  that  the  room  opposite  the 
Road  Engineer's  office  now  being  used 
by  Magistrate  Garvin  and  his  Clerk, 
be  made  available  as  soon  as  possible 
for  use  of  the  County  Road  Engineer 
and  that  the  Property  Committee  be 
requested  to  see  that  this  is  carried 
out.       The   motion   was   carried.
